CLASS HISTORY 



On a bright September morning in 1947, three hundred timid yet eager boys 
and girls entered the halls of Taunton High School for the first time.

An unexpected feature of the prom occurred 
when a perambulating cat stepped on a high tension wire and inadvertently thrust 
the entire city into darkness! Undaunted, the dancers and the faculty responded 
to the emergency, and dozens of candles helped to light the school and to cast a 
pleasant glow over the entire evening. Surely, this was a prom no one is likely 
to forget! 



When September rolled around again, we really had arrived! We were 
SENIORS! Then names began to make the news. Henry Kelleher and Mary 
Slrojny during the summer had been delegates to Boys' State and Girls' State 
respectively. Class elections resulted in a fine slate of officers: Mary Strojny. 
Richard Trucchi, Ann Walsh, Harold Johnston. On the gridiron we cheered for 
Captain Reilly, Scully, Silvia, Texeira, Borges. We thrilled at each game as we 
cheered with Ginny Scully, who led her cheerleaders with inspired liveliness, and 
we applauded Nancy Perron, who directed a handsome corps of majorettes. When 
cadet appointments were made, everyone felt satisfied that Hob Rec was a good 
choice for major and that he had a fine group of officers in his command. On the 
basketball court we were proud of our stars, LoefHer and Byrne, who helped 
Taunton High make a good record this year. Seniors who made news when they 
presented a panel discussion on safety and later made a broadcast over station 
WPEP were Joan MacDonald, Priscilla Palmer, Kathleen Grenier, Marlene Gozze- 
lino. Laurel McGregor, Ann Watson. Ethel Haglund, Neil Peterson, and Herbert 
Deutsch. The introduction of Driver-Training in the spring offered a twofold oppor- 
tunity to lucky seniors: the chance to learn to drive and the privilege of being 
out of school on lovely spring mornings. 

In April a decorative scene met the eye of the beholder as he glanced at the 
colorful booths displayed at the Spring Bazaar, sponsored by the Student Council. 
Gay trinkets from France, cakes, aprons, cards, and cosmetics were only a lew 
of the numerous articles on sale. The concert by the Baud, the Glee Clubs, and 
the dance groups was enjoyable, the whole affair being profitable as well as enter- 
taining. Future classes will enjoy the attractive stage curtains purchased by the 
Student Council with the proceeds of this very successful project. 

As spring approached, two topics engaged the interest of all seniors: the 
color of the caps and gowns, and the Senior Prom. It was decided by unanimous 
vote that the girls would wear white and the boys blue at graduation. The Senior 
Prom, colorfully carrying out the theme of Stardust, was a gay occasion which 
will be remembered with pleasure as we leave the hallowed halls and classrooms 
of Taunton High School. 

Thus we end one phase of our lives. As Graduation Day draws near, like 
[anus of old, we look back with nostalgia upon our happy school days and look 
forward with pleasant anticipation to the years ahead, years which will be 
enriched by our experience in Taunton High School.

SPORT REVIEW

The cheers are beginning to die down now as the basketball and football 
equipment is put into mothballs until next year. Although the football squad 
didn't even come close to the record of the 1949 team, it did have a successful 
season, mainly because of its 7-6 victory over Coyle to retire the second Lion's 
Club trophy, symbolic of the City championship. The team s record of five wins, 
three losses, and one tie is a good one. especially when you realize that ten 
starters on the '49 team graduated. 

With ."Chip" Gouveia sprinting 60 yards for the first score of the game, 
Taunton downed a fighting Attleboro eleven, 13-0. The following week, runs by 
Medas and Gouveia and a pass from quarterback Ed Teixeira to Vin St. Pierre 
combined to defeat New Bedford "Vokc", 27-6. Ed Medas stood out in a losing 
fight with Braintree on the home gridiron. Braintree, which has an undefeated 
season, walloped us to the tune of 34-7. The following week, despite Chip 
Gouveia' s line-smashing, Taunton lost a heartbreaker to Marlboro, 7-6. Taunton 
ran away with the statistics, but what counts is the number of times a team can 
push the ball over the goal. Chip Gouveia was the big spark again as he led 
Taunton to a 32-0 victory over a very gauche Belmont. Chip scored on four 
points across the goal line. 

The entire team deserves praise for the 7-6 victory over our infra-city rival, 
Coyle. On Taunton's first play from scrimmage, Ed Medas raced eighty yards to 
pay dirt. Chip Gouveia pulled over for the vital point. Defensive standouts were 
John Hall, Dave Scully, Jim Borges, and Vin St. Pierre in the line, and Ed Medas 
and Bob DeGrange on pass defense. With help from Vin St. Pierre, Bill "Moose" 
Silvia, and Jim Borges, Captain Dan Reilly waltzed in to block Coyle's placement 
attempt. In the following game, Durfee proved too much for Taunton, despite 
the efforts of Dave Scully, John Hall, and Ed Teixeira. The final score read 
Durfee 39, Taunton 14. The next week Taunton came close to being upset by 
Bart Leach & Co. of Fairhaven. Ed Medas received a leg injury on the kick-off, 
and as a result, Leach put Fairhaven into a 12-0 first period lead. Leach passed for 
the first and rushed over Fairhaven's two others, but was unable to find the range 
in his placement attempts. Chip Gouveia and Jack Silvia provided the scoring 
punch for Taunton, Chip scoring 13 and Jack 6. 

On Thanksgiving morning, Taunton journeyed to M.I.T. Field, Cambridge, to 
battle a favored Cambridge Latin eleven. Jim Daly raced eighty yards on the 
opening kick-off to put Cambridge into an early lead. Taunton struck back, how- 
ever, when Ed Medas legged the pigskin sixty yards for a score. Taunton struck 
again, with Chip Gouveia scoring seven more points, to enjoy a 13-7 halftime 
lead. The second-half battle was nip and tuck until, with two minutes of playing 
time left, the Cambridge passer uncorked a long spiral to his end, who snared it 
just inside the end zone. The tension was terrific as the two teams lined up for 
the placement try, Again Jim Borges, Vin St. Pierre, and "Moose" Silvia came 
through in a pinch to enable Dan Reilly to break through and block the kick. 
Taunton then took to the air as Ed Teixeira alternately chucked to Dave Scully and 
Vin St. Pierre. All was in vain, however, because time ran out while the team 
was moving the ball downfield. The final score, 13-13, ended the 1950 season. 



The 1951 basketball squad showed a marked improvement over last year's, 
their record being nine victories and eight defeats. Lanky 6'6" center Hill 
Loeffler was Taunton's high scorer with 215 points, followed by Dick Parker, Vin 
St. Pierre, Hob Byrne, Ron Rankin, and Bob DeGrange with 169, 155, 128, 118. 
and 73 points, respectively. 

Although losing the city series to Coyle, Taunton played fine basketball 
throughout the season. Much credit is due Coach Quintana for the team's splen- 
did showing.
